HK Weekly Gets 
Shanghai Letter 
on Human Rights 


HONG KONG 一 A local 
weekly said that it has received a 
letter from Shanghai Protesting 
human rights violations in China,

said _ the letter was mailed in 
Shanghai and addressed to Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter in care of the 
journal. 

The three-page letter，written 
in Chinese，said “the Chinese 
mainland is a hell on earth.”The 
author implored Carter “not to 
forget the suffering of the 800 
million people in China”and to 
Support us with “the same 
commitment you gave to the 
Soviet human rights leaders.” 

The Reuiew said the letter is 
postmarked March 14，a week 
after Carters meeting with Soviet 
dissident Vladimir Bukovsky was 
reported in the Chinese press， 

The Reuiew acknowledged the 
Publication of the letter would be 


in the interest of the Nationalists. 


But the .weekly said experts in 
Chinese documentation believe 
the letter is“probably”genuine. 口

TAIPEI 一 The Ministry of Na- 
tional Defense here flatly denied 
last week that the government had 
Purchased the Gabriel missiles 
from Israel. 

Col.， Wang Yeh-kai，spokesmamn 
for the defense ministry，said 这 
was “absolutely untrue”that the 
Republic of China has bought Is- 
raeli missiles as reported by the 
Ne York Times last Wednesday.

Now, let's face it， After all the troubles in Chinatown 
these years, has our police department shown it is willing 
and able to absorb a significant number of Chinese 
American into its ranks? Has the authority been aggres- 
sive in sensitizing their staff to the problems of China- 
town2 

As we reported in the April 6 issue of East/West， 
several community organizations are urging the Federal 
Government to withhold funds to the clty 让 the police 
department continue to discriminate against minority 
处 oup, especially in recruiting and training new officers. 

We commend the community organlzations in their

high of 30 in 1972 to the present 
staff of 18 plus one trainee, Ogino 
Says that the staff is more seasoned 
than in previous years and soon 
they will have a full time staff 
member just to work with_veter- 
ans of the Vietnam era. 


DEVELOPMENT 

A major factor in their high 
number of job placements， 
according to Ogino， is their 
reliance on job development， 
rather than on the Job Informa- 
tion Center (JIC) listings.

SACRAMENTO 一 The : State's 
Employment Development De- 
partment reports that the'Caljifor- 
nia unemployment rate in March 
Was 8.0 percent， 

Although there were 70,200 
Imore people at work in March 
than in February, there were also 
5,000 more jobseekers on the un- 
employment rolls, A slight reduc- 
tion in the number of jobseekers 
would have been normal at this 
time of the year so the unemploy- 
ment rate (which is seasonally ad- 
justed) edged up two tenths of a 
percentage Point from 7.8 per cent 
in Kebruary. A year ago, in March 
1976，the rate was 9.5 percent， 

The employment estimate for 
March was 8,939,200，up 70,200 
from February and by 337,300 
from March，1976. Wasge and sal- 
ary employment in all the major 
non-farm industries shared in the 
gains，over the months and over 
the 12 months since last March. 
Noteworthy gains:. were _ recorded 
over the year in construction (up 
29,600 jobs)，manufacturing (up 
56,500), trade (up 92,700)，servic- 
es (up-74,000) and public service 
jobs in government and education 
(up 54,100).

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WORLD PING PONCG MEET 
CONCLUDES IN BIRMINCHANM 


BIRMINGHAM， England 
After a 10-day competition，the 
34th World Table Tennis Cham- 
pionshipsended lastTuesday with 
the Chinese players winning most 
of the trophies， 

Besides winning and mens and 
Women's team events, the Chinese 
players also placed first in men's 
doubles (Liang Ko-liang and Li 
Chen-shih) and women's doubles 
(Chinas Yang Ying teamed up 
with North Korea's Pak Yong Ok)， 
Japans Mitsuru Kohno defeated 
Kuo Yueh-hua of China to win the 
men's singles, In women's singles， 
North Koreas 21-year-old Pak 
Jung Sun became the first player 
in 22 years to retain the titljelwhen 
she outgunned China's Chang Li 
in a repeat of the 1975 final. 
Jacques Secretin and Claude Ber- 
geret of France won the mixed 
doubles by defeating a powerful 
team from Japan， 

SERVICE 

The Chinese _ players high- 
flying service dqelivery,， the subject 
of scrutiny in several matches， 
played a role in the defeat of both 
Kuo and Chang in the singles. 
Umpire John Masters faulted Kuo 
twice on Successive serves in his 
second game while umpire Jack 
Melnick . was booed out of a 
packed arena after disqualifying 
three of Chang's services. Two-of 
the service faults in the women's 
final came at crucial stages 一 at 
15-20 in the opening game，and 
18-18 in the third. 

Both Chinese Players were pen- 
alized for shieldqing the ball when 
SeIVing. The rules specify that “the

Because of his 
outspoken “opposition to the 
government of President Park 
Chung Hee，which has ruled by 
decree since 1971，Kim has spent 
the last fifteen years either on the 
run, or in various types of confine- 
ment as a Prisoner of conscience， 
He very nariowly avoided execu- 
tion in 1974. Now it is feared tbat 
he may be slowly dying of tuber- 
culosis in Prison , 
二 OSS 

In August of 1975, Kim Chi 再 a 
managed to smuggle out a 12,000 
word ， “Declaration of Con- 
science,” which ， described in 
graphic terms his torture at the 
hands of Korean Central Intelli- 
gence Agency (KKCIA) agents，His 
wife，who was recently allowed a 
brief visit，reports that his jailers 
have stripped his small cell bare， 
removing not only writing 
materials: but even his blankets 
and extra clothing. A bitter loss to 
him was their denial of the solace 
of a Bible. 

A devout and outspoken Roman 
Catholic, Kim Chi Ha is joined in 
Prison by several hundred other 
Prisoners of conscience im South 
Korea, including at least ten Priest 


and ministers and the Bishop of 


Wonju, Daniel Chi, 

Kim Chi Ha was born on 
February 4，1941，in Mok-po 
located in South Korea's southern 
Cholla-Do province，He entered 
Seoul National Universitys Col- 
lege of Liberal Arts and Sciences 
in 1959，His studies were dis- 
rupted by student unrest and 


，。 demonstrations in April of 1960， 


Which set off the events which led 


to the downfall and exile of then 


President Syngman Rhee， 
HARSHLY 
Rhe's_ government，which had 
been harshly authoritarian， Was 


replaced by the moderate govern- 
ment of Prime Minister Jobhn 
Chang and President Yang Bo 
Sun. This regime lasted for only 
nine months， however， and 
although democratic， 让 was in- 
effectual in curbing widespread 
caorIruption in the government and 
society，There were also persis- 
tant rumors that it was infiltrated 
by Communists. 

This government was- OverT- 
thrown by a coup de etat，lead by 
Major General Park Chung Hee at 
the head of a small group of Army 
officers，The Park junta estab- 
lished a rigidly authoritarian 
military dictatorship，imprisoning 
dissidents, closing newspapers and 
suppressing civil liberties， The 
regime did Promise，however，a 
return to the democratic Process， 
计 only _ under pressure，and in 
1963,， Park stood for election and 
narrowly defeated Yun Bo Sun 
(now in prison， convicted of viola- 
ting Parks 1974 emergency 
decrees). 

Kim spent this period wander- 
ing in the countryside, but in 1963 
he returned to his studies at the 
university，He took part in the 
1964 student movement against 
the normalization of relations 
between Japan and her- former 
colony of Korea. Arrested as a Sus- 
pected student organizer and 
Spokesman, 玫 im was tortured and 
imprisoned，Upon his release in 
1965， he returned to the 
university，and finally graduated 
in 1966 with a_ degree in-aesthet- 
ics, 

CHRONIC 

By the next year，his tubercu- 
losis became chronic，and he was 
forced to spend the next two years 


in a sanitarium，Kim Chi Ha 


attributes his commitment to 
seeking the truth and his conver- 
sion to Roman Catholicism to the 
encounter with his own mortality， 
suffering from tuberculosis，Since 
1967，he has intermittently been 
hospitalized with the disease， 
After leaving the hospital in 
1969， Kim began to seriously 
devote himself to poetry and in 
1970, published Fioe Bandits in a 
Korean literary _ magazine，This 


poem，which is a scathingly ironic 
attack on governmental abuse of 
power, was well received critically 
and reprinted by Parks political 
OopPosition in its Party newWs- 
Paper， 

The regime responded to this 
challenge by confiscating the issue 
and arresting the poet and his 
publishers under provisions of the 
Anti-Communist Law. After 
lengthy .pre-trial detention and 
court proceedings，Kim Was Te- 
leased, but the charges were never 
dropped against him. 天 im alleges 
that during this confinement he 
was tortured by his jailers, Three 
months after he was released from 
prison, the poet's first anthology of 


poetry， Yellow 厂 art， Was 
published without incident. 
ASTOUNDED 
In "1971，President Park was 


elected to a third term of office， 
solemnly Promising mot to seek 
another_ term， 了 Eighteen monthbs 
after his election he astounded the 
nation by dissolving the National 
Assembly，declaring martial ljaw， 
and promulgating 3a new con- 
stitution，called the“Yushin Con- 
stitution .” 

In April of 1972，Kim published 
in the Catholic magazine， 
Creation，a lengthy poem called 
Groundless Ru7aouT73s，The Poem 
vividly described the fate of a 
peasant who ventured into Seoul， 
driven from his native village by 
lack of work and hunger， 了 His 
brutal treatment at the hands of 
government _ officials and the 
police are the subject of ground- 
less rumours”circulating around 
the country. Creations publisher 
and American-priest editor Were 
interrogated by the KCIA and the 
magazine ， was “permitted to 
continue publishing on the 
condition of the editor ss removal. 

Kim，who hadqd been leading a 
seimi-nomadic life in the country- 
side to avoid police and 下 CIA 
harrassment，was tracked down， 
arrested and sent to a sanitorium 
in Masan， He was forbidden to 
meet with foreign journalists， His 
family and friends “were 
threatened with prosecution and 
loss of livelihood 证 Kim violated 
this order. On May 31st of that 
year, he was charged:with having 
made remarks slanderous to the 
incumbent government， 
CAMPAIGCN 

In the same month，a campaign 
was initiated in Japan to secure 
the poet's release from confine- 
ment at the Masan Sanitoriurm ， 
Included in the.effort were many 
internationally known writers-and 
intellectuals， _ including Jean 
Paul-Sartre，Simone de Beauvoir， 
Herbert Marcuse，Noam Chom- 
sky，Costa Gabras and Norman 
Mailer. A _ delegation of Japanese 
writers managed to deliver a copy 
of the petition to _ the Prime 
Ministers office in Seoul and to 
visit the poet in confinement at 
Masan. On July 18，1972, he was 
released. 

The referendum to adopt Park's 
Yushin Constitution was held in 
1972 and carried by 91 色 ，The 
referendum，however，has been 
characterized by a panel of
